Text, Jeremiah, 26th chapter, 2nd verse: ‘ Thus saith the Lord : stand in 
the Court of the Lord's house, and speak unto all the cities of Judea, which 
come to worship in the Lord’s house, all the words that I command thee to 
speak unto them ; diminish not a word.” After which an intermission of 
we hour was given for refreshment. " 


AFTERNOON ‘SESSION. 


The Association was called together by singing ; the former Moderator, 


Eki. A. L. Stovall, in the chair. Prayer was offered by Eld. J. W. Ran- 
Oph. 

The Moderator appointed Eld. Wm. C, Thomas ard Thomas A. Sullivan 
to read the letters. When called for in regular order, they were read and 
deleyates’ names enrolled.
